Four more companies with a 
total of seven textile mills in 
Georgia and four in Alabama 
granted wage increases Tuesday. 


They are: Deering, Milliken and 
Co., with plants in Thomson, 
Gainesville and New Holland, a 
Gainesville suburb; Riegel Tex- 
tile Corp., which operates a plant 
at Trion employing between 2,000 
and 2,500 persons; Peerless Mills 
division of Burlington Mills, Inc., 
which operates a plant at Ross- 
ville, and West Point Manufactur- 
ing Co., with plants at Columbus 
and LaGrange, and Fairfax, Riv- 
erview, Lanett and Shawmut in 
Aiabama in the area of West 
Point. 


FOLLOW STEVENS 


While only the Riegel Corp. and 
Peerless announced a 10-cent 
hourly wage increase, the other 
companies reportedly were mak- 
ing a similar increase in line 
with the announcement Monday 
by J. P. Stevens and Co. of such 
an increase effective Oct. 8 in all 
of its 35 Southern plants.

The President was off base when he 
accused the Democrats of defeating his 
school bill. A check of the voting shows. 
more Republicans voted against it than 
Democrats. But both he and Mr. Ste- 
verison usefully emphasized the nation 
must help with the school problem. 

It is not partisanship to say the Ste- 
venson approach was more to the point. 
He released a lengthy, valuable study of 
the schodl problem. The President was 
making a general speech. So really, the 
two are not comparable. 

Stevenson’s detailed approach and 
recommendations for the federal gov- 
government’s “entry into the school aid 
problem proposes local control.

Speaks for Fluoridation 


Dr. Henry F. Helmholz, chairman of 
the health committee of the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, is 
emeritus chief of the pediatrics section 
at Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn. 

He and other scientists of like cali- 
ber sat down in a panel discussion at the 
American College of Dentists in Atlantic 
City and talked about fluoridation of 
public water supplies to slow down tooth 
decay. 

These men agreed that fluoridation 
is beneficial, that it is safe and that it 
would become more widespread if it 
were not being shouted down by “a 
small handful of people.” 

Dr. Helmholz, the man who has re- 
tired as head of the child treatment sec- 
tion at Mayo Clinic, said resistance to 
fluoridation programs “rests with a vo- 
cal minority unfavorable to practically 
any proposal for scientific progress.” 

He said, “Twenty-six million people 
have been drinking this water—half a 
million as long as 10 years—without a 
single death as a result of it.” 

He said further,’“When loss of teeth 
in the 40’s is four to five times higher in 
non-fluoride areas than in fluoride 
areas, it is evident that all people in the 
community will benefit.” 

The case for fluoridation is built on 
the testimony of qudlified persons like 
this doctor from the Mayo Clinic. 

The testimony has been good enough 
for the governor of New Jersey. 

Gov. Robert Meyner told the dentists 


to whom his state is host that he accepts\ 


the findings of medical, dental and pub- 
lic health officials that fluoridation 
“scientifically sound.” :

Béing in Jail 
Leonard Allen, a gentleman interested in keeping movies ‘and 
movie stars béfore the public, had several of us to lunch with 
Countess Alexandra Tolstoy the other day. When it was over some 
of us were forthright—and, perhaps, odious—enough tO make 
see Leonard never had a movie star, we told him, who had held 
a table full of people so spellbound so long. We gathered ‘round 
- afterward to thank him for the privilege of meeting his honor 
guest and we hung around her, asking more questions, listening | 


to her talk, reluctant to leave. 


I don’t recall that a movie star ever produced-such @ reaction 
in a group of newspaper, radio and television people. Since it 
happened I’ve been wondering how that plain, simple woman with 
the iron-gray hair in its old-fashioned knot, the work-roughened 
hands and the unadorned biack suit, fascinated people who were 
left unmoved by the glamorous étars of the entertainment world. | 


Oddly enough, the reason has nothing to do with the fact that 
she was once ‘a countess—and most of us are unaccustomed to 
breaking bread with countesses. It hasn't even anything to do with 
her relationship to such an all-time great novelist as her father, 
Leo Tolstoy. I think, after mulling over the matter for some time, 
that Miss Tolstoy is a fascinating woman because she is dedi- 


cated to something outside herself. | 

Since she left Russia in 1927 she has worked to help other 
Russians like herself who haye suffered terrible deprivations and 
persecution under the Soviet regime. Her Tolstoy Foundation is 
both a relief agency for Russian refugees and a propaganda 
agency devoted to presenting a true picture of America to such 
Russians as dare tu listen to the radio behind the Iron Curtain. 
She has no morey beyond contributions from interested people 
and the 50 cents a month which the very poorest of Russian 
refugees send her, but sne manages. 

“By miracles and the grace of God,” she told us softly. 


Miss Tolstoy made no speech. She simply talked as she ate, 
answering questions, telling little stories, but she had us laugh. 
ing and almost crying. We laughed because she said she was crazy 
about being in jail. | 

“Why were you in jail?” I asked. 

“That was the privilege of being a countess,” she smiled. | 
“There were about 20 other and the rest were | 
thieves, murderers, prostitutes. Oh, I enjoyed it very much!” 

Her broad, plain face sobered suddenly. 

“Tt was a relief,” she explained. “‘I did not have to stand when 
I heard the Internationale. I did not have to pretend to be or be- 
lieve what was not so. 1 was free from their searches and inves- 
tigations. What 1 dreaded had happened. It was lovely.” 


Later the Communists extended such punishment that she 
could not have endured it, she said. They began shipping prisoners 
to the gold and coal mines of northern Siberia where today, she 
says, an average of 300,000 die each year. As she talked of the un- 
ending night of Siberia, the bitter cold, the thousands who freeze 
and starve to death, there was complete silence at the table. 

Then she returned to the Communist threat in this country. 
“The Nasis were across the sea,” she sald gently. “The 
munists are here among us... in great sumbers.” 


It is Miss Tolstoy’s hope that Russia, which she says is not 
now able to fight a war, will have a revolution before 
strike her adopted country, the United States. She sees 
the same characteristics in Americans that she knew and 
in Russians—a home-loving, peace-loving agrarian people. 

“IT think I am a little fanatical because I love countries 


so much,’’ she said.
